The reply filed on 1 1/01/99 in Paper No. 15 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
action and the amendment to the claims has not been entered, because the amendment indicates 
claims 3-6, 8 and 18 as twice amended. However, these claims had not previously been 
amended, and therefore the indicated amendments could not be entered. 

The amendment to the claims should be made in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .121(a)(2)(ii) 
which states: 

(ii) Claim cancellation or rewriting: A claim may be amended by directions to cancel the claim or by rewriting 
such claim with underlining below the matter added and brackets around the matter deleted. The rewriting of a 
claim in this form will be construed as directing the deletion of the previous version of that claim. If a 
previously rewritten claim is again rewritten, underlining and bracketing will be applied relative to the previous 
version of the claim, with the parenthetical expression "twice amended," "three times amended," etc., following 
the original claim number. The original claim number followed by that parenthetical expression must be used 
for the rewritten claim. No interlineations or deletions of any prior amendment may appear in the currently 
submitted version of the claim. 

Furthermore, the amendments to the specification in Paper No. 15, 1 1/01/99 on pages 9, 
12, 13, 14, 16, 19, 22, 25 and 41 could not be entered because the directions as to where the 
amendments should be entered are incorrect. 

The new claims 21-22 also could not be entered because the claims have previously been 
cancelled in Paper No. 9, 1/1 1/99. These new claims can only be entered as claims 28 and 29. 

A claim canceled by amendment (not deleted and rewritten) can be reinstated only by a subsequent amendment 
presenting the claim as a new claim with a new claim number. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given TIME 
PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply an amendment in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 in order to avoid 
abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37
